Three Designs Are Presented 


For Development Near Metro 


Three concept plans for 
Greenbelt Station have now been 
submitted to the Prince George's 
Planning Board for consideration 
and approval, along with a pre- 
liminary plan of subdivision. 
None will necessarily be the final 
plan of development for this ma- 
jor 132-acre undertaking pro- 
posed for the land between the 
Capital Beltway and Greenbelt 
Road and between Cherrywood 
Lane and the CSX railroad 
tracks. Just west of Greenbelt, 
the land borders College Park on 
the east and Berwyn Heights on 
the north. The developers of the 
property, Metroland Developers, 
LLC, have declared the three 
concept plans to be “not binding” 
on the applicant, a future pur- 
‘chaser, except as the applicant 
may so represent in the process- 
ing and review of the Greenbelt 
Station project. 

The Greenbelt City Council 
will hold a special meeting on 
Monday, July 2 at 8 p.m. in the 
council room of the Municipal 
Building to review these plans. 
Although the three plans differ, 
they are similar in many respects. 
All divide the property into two

sections. The northern, referred 
to as the north core, consists of 
78 acres located primarily on 
Greenbelt Metro Station property 
where the parking lots now exist. 
This land lies within the 
Greenbelt city limits. 

The southern section, referred 
to as the south core, 1s the former 
A. H. Smith property. It lies in 
an unincorporated area, not a part 
of. any municipality. It consists 
of 54 acres. 

In all three proposals, the two 
cores would be connected by a 
new planned road running north- 
ward from a new intersection 
with Greenbelt Road and ending 
at the Beltway. There it would 
connect with the present Metro 
Drive and, according to the pro- 


_posed preliminary plan of subdi- 


vision, a full interchange with the 
Beltway. 

Such an interchange has not 
yet been approved by the State 
Highway Administration, which is 
currently studying its feasibility 
and design concepts. State ap- 
proval and incorporation into its 
Capital Improvement Program for 
funding or developer funding will 
be required for the preliminary 


plan of subdivision to meet 
the adequate public facilities test 
required by the county, according 
to Celia Craze, director of plan- 
ning and community development 
for the city. 

The proposed north-south road 
will bridge over the old 
Branchville Road in order to in- 
tersect with Greenbelt Road, 
which is elevated at the proposed 
point of intersection because it 
crosses over the CSX railroad 
tracks. Construction of both this 
road and the additional ramps for 
the Beltway interchange will im- 


pact on floodplain and wetlands. 


North Core 

The north core will be subdi- 
vided into three parcels that 
could be sold off separately to 
builders; they could also be de- 
veloped in their entirety by one 
developer. One concept plan 
shows how the property might 
look if there were separate build- 
ers, another if it were conceived 
as an integrated development by 
a single builder. All plans call 
for a mixture of retail stores, of- 
fices, hotels, and apartment resi-

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Another Spectacular Show

The City will provide its usual 
spectacular Independence Day 
display of pyrotechnics over 
Greenbelt Lake at Albert 
“Buddy” Attick Park on Crescent 
Road. The show will begin 
shortly after 9 p.m. — as soon as 
it becomes dark enough. This 
year’s booming array of shells, 
rockets, mortars and those squig- 
gly things that zip all over the 
sky will be as great as ever, ac- 
cording to Gene Deist, the public 
works supervisor who will be in 
charge of the fireworks crew. 
The 8,500 pieces, including 2,396 
shells ranging from two to six 
inches in size will provide a 
show lasting from 23 to 30 min- 
utes, he estimates. Not only will 
there be a spectacular grand fi- 
nale, but a rousing opening salvo 
and another spectacular display 
midway through the celebration 
that you may think is the grand 
finale — but it isn’t. There will 
be more to come. 

In all of his working life — 
more than 20 years — Gene 
Diest has never had the Fourth of 
July off. .That has been the down 
side of his career with Public 
Works, a career that began with a 
summer job that turned perma- 
nent after he graduated from high 
school. But for all those years 
he has had the chance to do what 
many others dream of — setting 
off those big, spectacular fire- 
works that delight thousands of 
Greenbelters and their friends ev- 
ery Independence Day.

Recycling Kudos 

For those citizens who are in- 
terested in another aspect of re- 
cycling, I would like to call their 
attention to the Preserve tooth- 
brushes which are stocked by the 
Co-op Pharmacy. The. tooth- 
brushes are made of 100 percent 
recycled plastic, over half of 
which comes from discarded yo- 
gurt cups from Stonyfield> Sub- 
scribers to the program receive a 
new Preserve brush every three 
months by mail, along with an 
envelope to send their old brush 
back to Recycline. The com- 
pany closes the waste loop by 
grinding up the returned brushes 
and turning them into plastic 
lumber for park benches and 
porch decks. When I last was in 
the Co-op, I found the small 
supply of Recycline brushes near 
the toothbrushes but on a shelf 
in a corner behind a display case 
which made them hard to find. 

The American Dental Associa- 
tion recommends replacing your 
toothbrush at least four times a 
year, but a replacement rate of 
two times a year accounts for an 
estimated 50 million pounds of 
waste annually in the United 
States.

Outstanding Citizen Michael Burchick Dies 


Michael Burchick died just be- 
fore midnight, Sunday, June 24, 
2001. 

He was born in Slovan, Penn- 
sylvania on October 24, 1917. 
His parents, John (Burcik) 
_ Burchick and Dorothy Yalch 
Burchick came from the lands of 
current Slovakia in 1902. He was 
baptized and confirmed in St. 
Mary’s Ruthanian Byzantine 
Catholic Church on November 4, 
1917. He was one of 11 chil- 
dren: seven girls and four boys. 

In May of 1941, Mr. Burchick 
received a telegram from the War 
Department to report for duty in 
the Quartermaster Corp in Wash- 
- ington, D.C. He was transferred to 
the Corps of Engineers where he 
met Myrna Freeman from St. 
Paul, Minnesota. They were mar- 
ried New Year’s Day, January 1, 
1942, one month after the bomb- 
ing of Pearl Harbor, December 7, 
1941. During the early war years 
he was a Requirements Analyst 
for the Corps of Engineers. He 
_ worked on the storage and distri- 
bution of fuel for the European 
and China theaters of operation. 
With war veterans returning 
home, he transferred to the 
Veteran’s Administration (VA), 
Supply Operations in the Depart- 
ment of Medicine and Surgery. 
Subsequently until he retired in 
1979, Mr. Burchick was an execu- 
tive for the Department of Medi- 
cine and Surgery. 

The Burchicks came. to 
Greenbelt in 1942. Mr. Burchick 
immediately became active in 
community events. He was an or- 
ganizing member of St. Hugh’s parish. 

Mr. Burchick had served in 
various capacities in the parish in- 
cluding chief of ushers, lector and 
Eucharistic minister. He had been

lumbus, Prince George’s Council 
2809. He had been the Past 
Faithful Navigator in the Arch- 
bishop Michael J. Curly Assem- 
bly, 4th Degree and he had been 
honored with solemn knighthood 
under the protection of the Pope 
when he was invested in the 
Equestrian Order of the Holy Sep- 
uichre-of Jerusalem... He was a 
founding sponsor for the Child 
Sponsorship Program for Christian 
Education Support in the Holy 
Land, and extended his protection 
to suffering children there. 

In 1992 Mr. Burchick received 
the “Outstanding Citizen of the 
City of Greenbelt Award.” At that 
time Outstanding Citizen Commit- 
tee chair Thomas Renahan de- 
scribed Mr. Burchick as “one of 
the best known people in

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Bench Will Go; City Okays Budget Items, Exception

Council, at its June 11 meet- 
ing, agreed to a citizens’ request 
to remove a bench that has be- 
come an attractive nuisance, 
tended to some end-of-the-year 
budget items and heard requests 
for council action from a nearby 
business and a resident. 

Attractive Nuisance 

Citizens in the 21-23 Court of: 
Ridge Road successfully peti- 
tioned council to remove a bench 
at the end of the courts. They 
complained that the bench has 
been attracting those involved in 
illegal activities (outdoor alcohol 
and drug use) and that they lit- 
- tered the area with bottles and 
drug paraphernalia. Unwilling to 
remove the bench without trying 
to solve the problem and after 
hearing that the police had not 
responded to the complaint, 
Councilmember AlanTurnbull 
_ asked Chief James Craze what 
the police department could do. 
Craze replied that this particular 
problem had not been brought to 
his attention but that it was dif- 
ficult to clear out troublemakers 
in each potential trouble spot. 

He promised to check and re- 
port back on this situation, indi- 
cating that similar complaints had 
been made about other areas, 
such as the benches near the un- 
derpass at Roosevelt Center, 
which also attract those who are 
drinking, using drugs, using foul 
language and otherwise being a 
public nuisance. When video 
cameras were placed in the Cen- 
ter, he said, this drove them to 
other areas. 

Turnbull wanted the police de- 


partment to have time to work . 


out a solution and if one was not 
forthcoming then to remove the 
bench. But other councilmembers 
thought that this particular bench, 
near many homes, should be re- 
moved now. They felt this situa- 
tion differed from the problems 
in more public places. 

Upon receipt of this petition, 
the city staff had already checked 


and obtained approval from. 


Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (on whose 
property the bench is located) 
and nearby Green Ridge House. 
With support from Councilmem- 
bers Rodney Roberts, Thomas 
White and Edward Putens, staff’s 
recommendation to remove the 
bench was approved. 
Budget Issues 

Council approved the transfer 
of funds to departments that ex- 
perienced unexpected expendi- 
tures during the year, including 
the temporary disability reserve 
fund and the unemployment 
compensation fund. In response 
to council questions, City Man-

ager Michael McLaughlin replied 
that both funds had experienced 
unusual expenditures and he 
didn’t think that this would need 
to be addressed in future budgets. 
Asked by Councilmember Tho- 
mas White why one specific 
shortfall was not brought to 
council’s attention earlier, 
McLaughlin replied that he usu- 
ally waits until near the end of 
the fiscal year to cover all unex- 
pected expenses at once and not 
have to come back before coun- 
cil with further adjustments. 
Council also established a 
Special Projects Fund to account 
for funds that have been set aside 
for specific purposes or that re- 
quire separate administration by a 
Federal or other agency. They 
also selected the firm of Reznick, 
Fedder & Silverman to review 
the city’s financial records; and 
agreed to raise garbage collection 
fees by $1.50 per quarter. 
Other actions | 
Council approved the city’s 
proposal for the FY 2002 Annual 
Program for Program Open 
Space. The city is requesting 
funds for four projects to acquire 
underdeveloped land in various 
areas of the city to preserve 
green space and a development 


project to further improve the 


city’s playgrounds. Staff will 
present this request at the June 


15 meeting of the Maryland-Na- 


tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission. 

The city has received a Spe- 
cial Exception Amendment for 
the Doctors Hospital Health Cam- 
pus, adjacent to but outside the 


city limits of Greenbelt. Doctors . 
‘Hospital wants to add a 97,000 


square foot medical office build- 
ing and a four-level parking deck 
to its facilities. These changes 
will not disturb existing wood- 
land adjacent to city property. 
Council recommended approval 
of the expansion as long as issues 
related to storm water manage- 
ment, tree conservation and one 
affected intersection are ad- 
dressed. The city also asked that 
a master plan for the campus be 
developed to prevent the ptece- 
meal approach which has oc- 
curred in the past. 
Buffer 

Council heard a request from 
Greenbelter Jean Newcomb, who 
felt that a buffer zone was needed 
between yards and the path 
around Greenbelt Lake to pre- 
serve the beauty of the lake area. 
She complained of removal of 
natural barriers, trees cut down 
and what she described as “goofy 
looking” structures in some yards 
which mar the natural beauty of 
the lakeside.

Another resident, Marc Siegel, 
whose yard abuts the lake path 
and contains mechanical deer, 
supported the principle of “your 
backyard is your backyard.” He 
thought that with little public 
space available, it was too late 
for a buffer zone. He spoke of 
other problems in the lake, such 
as growth of algae, a green slime 
which made boating virtually im- 
possible. Council referred 
Newcomb’s request to the Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
and the Advisory Planning Board. 

Grant 

Earlier in the evening the city 
received a grant of $1,500, pre- 
sented by Jon Burrell of the Lo- 
cal Government Insurance Trust, 
for the city’s educational pro- 
grams during Safety Week, June 
4-8. Greenbelt’s programs were 
described as very innovative. 

Council also joined with other 
small cities to proclaim June 22 
as "Investing in Communities 
Day." The Small Cities Council 
of the National League of Cities 
works to draw attention to issues 
affecting smaller cities like 
Greenbelt. | Councilmember 
Putens hoped to encourage every 
small city to participate. 
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Greenbelters were saddened to 
hear of the death of longtime 
Greenbelter Michael Burchick. 
Our sympathy to his family.

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Greenbelt Artist Leads Landscape “Paint Out” 


Paint the town red — or other 
colors of choice! Join Greenbelt 
artist Dan Kennedy and learn ba- 
sic techniques of landscape paint- 
ing using an artist’s viewfinder. 
Kennedy’s workshop will take 
place just outside of the 
Greenbelt Community Center on 
July 1, from 1 to 4 p.m., in con- 
nection with the Artful Afternoon 
Re hosted by the Greenbelt 

partment of Recreation. Artful 
Afternoons are held on the first 
Sunday of each month from noon 
until 5 p.m. and feature a variety 
of arts activities and programs for 
all ages. 

Workshop participants will 
learn how to paint what they see 
more accurately. Kennedy ¢€x- 
plained that a viewfinder help 
painters to transfer what they see 
in the distance to the much 
smaller surface of the canvas. He 
said the viewfinder facilitates 
“downsizing (the landscape) to 
scale.” The workshop is open to 
individuals ages 16 and up, at all 
experience levels. Advance regis-

The ‘workshop is free for 
Greenbelt residents, and a small 
fee is charged for non-residents.

Kennedy brings a wealth of 
experience to the class.

Kennedy is an Artist in Residence 
at the Greenbelt Community Cen- 
ter, where visitors have enjoyed 
seeing his latest creations unfold. 

Kennedy is a self-taught artist 
who learned, in part, by emulat- 
ing master landscape painter Eric 
Sloan. Kennedy read a good 
deal about Sloan’s work and was 
among a group of aspiring artists 
who would come to observe 
Sloan work in order to learn to 
paint. Kennedy described Sloan 
as a difficult man and he learned 
not to talk to Sloan while he was 
working. Kennedy laughingly re- 
marked that Sloan was married 
eight times “which tells you what 
a nice guy he is”. Kennedy then 
when on to develop his own 
style.

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Goddard Plan Is Delayed, 
Mayor Criticizes Process

In a recent letter, administra- 
tors of the Goddard Space Flight 
Center have provided notice that 
completion of the formal proposal 
for the Facilities Master Plan 
originally expected in early May 
has been postponed to the end of 
June. It will become available 
for community re- rf 
view on July 2. 
“Delays involving 
the environmental 
review, the letter 
says, have set 
back the comple- 
tion date. 

The proposal | 
with its full docu- 
mentation must be | 
submitted first to 
the National Capi- 
tal Planning Com- 
mission (NCPC). 
Following its submission to 
NCPC, the documents will be- 
come available to the community 
at large for on-site review 
through local public libraries and 
in the library and visitor center at 
Goddard. Those then wishing to 
comment on the proposal may do 
so in writing within a 90-day pe- 
riod. 

Public is “Told” _ 

Although the agency in this 
way appears to invite public com- 
ment, as it previously held public 
meetings to explain its plans, the 
city of Greenbelt challenges the 
agency’s characterization of these 
meetings. In the words of Mayor 
Judith Davis, “The planning pro- 
cess to date has been one where 
the public is being told what is 
going to happen, not one which 
has solicited public input for pur- 
poses of influencing the out- 
come.” 

This description occurs in an 
April letter to Congressman Steny

Hoyer about the city’s concerns. 
In particular the letter criticizes 
the mode in which the agency 
has shared with nearby residents 
its plans to close off Soil Conser- 
vation Road through the Goddard 
campus and to realign that public 
artery with the western boundary 
of the property. 
According to 
Mayor Davis, 
| these previous 
meetings have 
| been the agency’s 
forum “to defend 
| the preferred alter- 
native,” not to re- 
” consider or revise 
that alternative. 

Her letter, 
which was distrib- 
|} uted as well to 

both Maryland 
senators and to Congressman 
Albert Wynn, also introduces a 
new issue: In a meeting with 
commercial property owners and 
site managers, the Greenbelt City 
Council had heard that the nearby 
real estate market is being nega- 
tively impacted by changes at 
Goddard. Current corporate ten- 
ants contracting with NASA, 
these business people claim, re- 
port they have been told they 
“*must’ move onto Goddard’s 
campus,” the mayor’s letter says, 
since unification of the campus 
will provide space for these con- 
tractors. . 

“The City understands the de- 
sire to have contractors nearby in 
order to enhance efficiency and 
synergy, her letter states. | Nev- 
ertheless, because of the policy’s 


negative impact on its commer- 


cial neighbors, the city has “seri- 
ous concerns with the tone and 
impact of the Master Plan process.” 
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their competitor, the Sector Plan/ 
Sectional Map Amendment 
(SMA) is adopted. his planning 
and zoning document took more 
than two years to prepare in 
worksessions with Maryland-Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission (MNCPPC) team 
leaders, and a sector planning 
group of representatives, includ- 
ing municipal officials, from 
Berwyn Heights, College Park 
and Greenbelt. The group has 
recommended the Sector Plan/ 
SMA as the most effective plan- 
ning tool for carrying out the 
umbrella vision for development 
of the Greenbelt Metro Area. 

In supporting the Sector Plan/ 
SMA tool, the Greenbelt City 
Council saw it as the best way to 
achieve comprehensive develop- 
ment of the Greenbelt Metro/A.H. 
Smith tracts and to protect “the 
sensitive environmental features 
and redevelopment/integration of 
the surrounding inner-Beltway 
communities.” The sector plan 
covers approximately 1,600 acres 
immediately surrounding the 
Greenbelt Metrorail and MARC 
rail station. 

Metroland Plan 

Metroland’s Greenbelt Station 
made its debut in October 1998. 
Planned originally as a 240-acre 
regional upscale urban mall com- 
plex, its centerpiece was a 1.4 to 
1.8 million square foot complex 
featuring several department 
stores, restaurants, cinemas, hotel 
and other amenities. Office and 
residential buildings were also 
envisioned. The mall concept has 
since been revised to what is 
called a main street design and 
the complex now covers about 
132 acres. 3 

With the Prince George’s 
County Council scheduled to re- 
view the Sector Plan/SMA on 
September 18, with possible final 
action on the plan in October, 
Metroland’s fast-tracking of its 


“Greenbelt Station” project aided 
earlier by the County Council’s 
passage of CB-35 in May 1998, 
has not given the private devel- 
oper a commanding lead over the 
sector plan in the “beat the 
clock” race. 

CB-35 established a new land 
use category, Metro Planned 
Community, in the 1-2 heavy in- 
dustrial zone, that would permit 
construction of a mixed-use de- 
velopment at and adjacent to a 
metro station. Later the develop- 
ers requested revision of CB-35 
when they changed the mall con- 
cept to a main street design. The 
county council endorsed this 
change when it subsequently 
passed CB-47. 
Environmental Concerns 

Even with the support of 
many county and state officials, 
Metroland developers, in their ef- 
fort to fast-track Greenbelt Sta- 
tion, have encountered major set- 
backs. Slowing them down con- 
siderably was a prolonged battle 
over the environmentally sensitive 
land on the A.H. Smith tract — 


wetlands, floodplain, habitat —_ 


and the failed wetland mitigation 
site mandated when the Metro 
station was constructed. 
Determining the size of the 
environmental envelope triggered 


_a myriad of meetings with repre- 


sentatives of the nearby munici- 
palities, M-NCPPC, the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, county 
and state agencies and the com- 
munity group, Citizens to Con- 
serve and Restore Indian Creek 
(CCRIC). This issue was finally 
resolved when the state agreed to 
purchase about 78 acres on the 
Smith Tract, the owner donating 
additional. acreage to comprise a 
111-acre environmental envelope. 
Roads 

Another major issue requiring 
the attention of all parties is cen- 
tered on the roadway system to 
serve the proposed Greenbelt Sta- 
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tion development and its effect — 
on Greenbelt’s local roads. Both 
the Greenbelt City Council and 
CCRIC have fought against pro- 
posed Beltway ramps to create a 
full interchange between the ex- 
isting College Park and 
Kenilworth Avenue interchanges. 
One serious concern is the further 
destruction of wetlands to provide 
for the new ramps. There is also 
fear that the ramps will lead to 
increased density on the Smith- 
Metro core tracts and that area 
drivers will utilize the ramps as 
an easy short-cut to Greenbelt 
Road. 

A further concern is the inevi- 
table deflection of interchange 
traffic on to Cherrywood Lane, a 
residential street, and an addi- 
tional adverse effect on nearby 
county and state highways. 
Compounding the problem also 
are defects identified in the con- 
struction of the Cherrywood Lane 
bridge over the Beltway. For five 
years, two outside bridge lanes 
have been closed. 

To prepare for its upcoming 
July meeting, last week 
Metroland circulated a brochure 
in response to M-NCPPC staff 
requests and Greenbelt staff and 
consultants’ reports. But as if to 
insure that Metroland will win 
out, whether or not it beats the 
clock on county adoption of the 
Sector Plan/SMA, County Coun- 
cilman Thomas Hendershot, a 
strong and long-time advocate of 
commercial development, has in- 
troduced an amendment to the 
Sector Plan which would remove 
its power to impose Development 
District Standards on a Concep- 
tual Site Plan or preliminary plan.

CB-47, legislated that the plan 
was to be for a “main street” 
commercial district, all plans ap- 
pear to resemble designs for ma- 
jor shopping malls rather than 
main street type developments 
where access to stores is from a 
street instead of a mall.

Council/Congress — 
Act on Jaeger Tract

At the regular Greenbelt City 
Council meeting on June 11, 
council unanimously approved a 
Friends of Greenbelt Park Agree- 
ment with the National Park Ser- 
vice to try to acquire the Jaeger 
tract for Greenbelt Park. Cur- 
rently the parcel, located off 
Kenilworth Avenue, is targeted 
for residential development. 

This action followed a presen- 
tation by Glenn Eugster of the 
National .Park Service, who pro- 
oie 4H PAI GH 4 braBeet te 
create a friends agreement to ex- 
plore alternatives for the public 
purchase and use of the Jaeger 
tract, which lies adjacent to the 
park. The agreement will create 
a partnership between local com- 
munities such as Greenbelt, Col- 
lege Park, and Berwyn Heights; 
the Westchester Park Civic ‘Asso- 
ciation; other groups interested in 
the property and the National 
Park Trust. 

Eugster, who is the Park 
Service’s assistant regional direc- 
tor and head of the partnership 
office, said he was optimistic 
about the success of efforts to 
preserve the tract for the Park. 
“A lot of people care about 
Greenbelt Park,” he said. 

Council authorized City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin to sign 
the agreement and continue to 
work with the Park Service. A 
memo from McLaughlin to the 
other communities urges them to 
take up the issue as soon as pos- 
sible, since the Park Service has 
an agreement with the property 
owners to try to put together a 
deal by late August. 

Eugster informed council there 
was a good chance that a provi- 
sion in an appropriations bill now 
before the House Appropriations 
Committee would provide $1 mil- 
lion for this effort. The News 
Review has since learned that the 
Interior Department’s appropria- 
tions bill providing $1 million for 
the acquisition of the Jaeger tract 
was approved by the Appropria- 
tions Committee on June 13. 
This action had been proposed 
and championed by Congressman 
Steny Hoyer. The $1 million 
from the Federal government is 
contingent upon a matching 
amount being raised from non- 
federal sources (state, county, city 

or private donations).
